2 The prototype included the following devices: a Master Controller which

(which I called "Perfect Advisor W) which was wired to the receiver and received

the signal sent by the Master Controller; a computer that wa-s wired to the 
Perfect Adviser 11; and a power supply to the computer that was controlled by 
the Perfect Advisor H. 

3. This prototype system was operated and worked as follows: 

(a) The Master Controller sent a signal to the signal receiver using the 
Telocator Alpha)iumeric Protocol (TAP) on existing wireless infrastructure. 

(b) The wireless receiver received the control signal and passed the 
signal to the Intelligent Agent (LA). The lA passed the signal to the operating 
computer which was running proprietary software that understood the lA 
commands to stirt its shut down routine, 

(c) Once the shut down procedure was completed, the computer 
delivered a signal to the lA indicating that it was now safe to disconnect the 
power supply. Upon receipt of the signal, the lA generated a signal that 
disconnected the power supply from the computer, 

(d) The signal sent by the lA that disconnected the power supply from 
the computer was generated by the lA independently of the Master Controller.
